In honor of the opening of the new major 
exhibition, “Hawai’i: The Royal Isles”, a 
special program of traditional Hawaiian 
music and dance, plus a lecture by Dr. 
Adrienne Kaeppler, co-author of the exhibi- 
tion catalogue, has been arranged for the 
November members’ meetings. One hour 
before each lecture members of the Ha/au O 
Kekuhi dance troupe from Hawaii will per- 
form in the Wattis Hall of Man. This presen- 
tation is made possible for our members 
through the courtesy of United Airlines. 


The lecture portion of the meetings will take 
place as usual in the Morrison Auditorium at 
the regular times (See above). Our guest 
speaker is Dr. Adrienne Kaeppler, former 
curator of the Bishop Museum in Honolulu, 
now with the Smithsonian Institution in 
Washington D.C. Dr. Kaeppler will discuss 
poetry (both sung and danced), and the arts 
and crafts of traditional Hawaii and how they 
have persisted through the ages. 


Members are encouraged to come early to 
tour through the exhibition, “Hawaii: The 
Royal Isles” which will be open during the 
evening from 6 to 8 p.m. Your guests are cer- 
tainly welcome! Members who plan on 
attending the matinee presentation should 
be prepared to show their membership card 
at the auditorium entrance for the lecture 
portion of the meeting.

An exhibit that offers a rare glimpse into the 
unique and fascinating heritage of the 
Hawaiian people entitled Hawai’i: The Royal 
Isles, will open in the Patricia Price Peterson 
and Atholl McBean Galleries on November 
11. The exhibition includes more than 300 
ethnographic artifacts that have never before 
been seen outside the Hawaiian Islands. The 
objects include paintings, drawings, 
ceremonial and utilitarian artifacts and 
wooden and stone images. All of the arti- 
facts were selected to impart an under- 
standing of the evolution of the people, 
culture and history of Hawai’i, the only 
American state to have emerged from a 
monarchy. 


Hawai’i: The Royal Isles was organized by 
the Bernice Pauahi Bishop Museum in 
Honolulu, and is funded by United Airlines 
and the National Endowment for the 
Humanities.

The exhibit Roger Tory Peterson: Portrait of a 
Birdwatcher, continues through March 14, 
1982 in Hohfeld Gallery Il and Lovell White 
Hall. On display are original paintings and 
color plates from the Peterson Field Guide 
series by America’s leading bird artist, plus 
personal memorabilia from Dr. Peterson’s 
studio in Old Lyme, Connecticut.

A new exhibit of color photos by Napa 
photographer Ken Harrington entitled The 
Black Tail Deer will open on Wednesday, 
November 18 in Lower Cowell Hall Gallery.

Other continuing exhibits are Flight in 
Hohfeld Gallery | (through mid-March 1982), 
with photographs by Frans Lanting and 
David Cavagnaro, and Endangered Harvest 
(through November 8). On the cover of this 
month’s Newsletter you will see an example 
of the work of Philip Loring Greene. His 
photos are currently on display in an exhibit 
entitled Egrets in Cowell Hall, and were 
taken at a rookery on Tomales Bay. (Through 
mid-March, 1982).
